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We,  the  seniors  of  1946,  have  completed  the 
journey  on  which  we  started  bacic  in  September, 
1942.  Of  course,  the  upperclassmen  thought  that 
we  would  never  get  over  the  long  road  we  had 
to  travel  and  a  few  of  our  number  did  drop  by 
the  wayside,  but  there  were  also  several  who 
joined  our  group  as  we  went  along. 

Yes,  It  started  way  back  in  1942  when  we 
enrolled  in  the  high  school  building  as  eighth 
graders.  We  finally  became  well  acquainted  with 
the  building  and  were  able  to  find  our  way 
around  without  getting  lost.  In  our  first  election 
we  chose  John  Ivey,  president;  Donald  Miller, 
vice  president;  and  Mary  Shew,  secretary-treas- 
urer, with  Miss  Aungst  as  our  sponsor.

We  also  chose  the  rose  as  our  class 
flower  and  "BJ,  Bl^,  but  never  B))"  was  selected 
to  be  our  motto.  A  scavenger  hunt  beginning  at 
Bixler  Lake  was  our  first  party  that  year.  In  Jan- 
uary we  all  met  at  the  newly  opened  skating  rink 
for  our  second  semester  party  which  was  greatly 
enjoyed   by  everyone. 

Gene  Mount  was  chosen  to  be  our  president 
during  the  next  lap  of  our  journey.  Gene  Shields, 
vice  president;  Shirley  Stephens,  secretary;  Mar- 
garet Carteaux,  treasurer,  and  Miss  Goodwin,  as 
sponsor,  also  helped  our  class  through  these 
times.  A  wiener  roast  at  Little  Long  Lake  began 
our  class  activities  for  that  year.  Although  we 
were  rained  out,  everyone  agreed  that  it  was  a 
grand  party  in  spite  of  the  weather.  When  we 
were  sophomores,  "we  also  sponsored  a  party  for 
the  eritire  school.  The  arrival  of  our  class  sweat- 
ers climaxed  the  whole  year.  They  were  royal 
blue  with  a  white  "K"  on  which  was  centered  a 
blue  "47." 


With  our  junior  year  we  became  known  as 
upperclassmen  and  the  fun — and  work — really 
began.  The  leadership  of  the  class  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  Ted  Spidel,  president;  Donna  Dil- 
lon, vice  president;  Joanne  Mefferd,  secretary, 
and  Carol  Strawser,  treasurer.  Miss  Power  was 
our  junior  class  sponsor.  We  selected  our  gold 
class  rings  and  were  so  very  happy  when  they 
arrived.  We  also  topped  our  goal  of  $1,480  in 
selling  magazine  subscriptions.  The  entire  class 
donned  costumes  to  join  in  the  fun  at  our  Hal- 
lowe'en party  in  October.  Miss  Eminger  directed 
our  play,  "Ever  Since  Eve,"  a  comedy  in  three 
acts.  This  was  the  first  major  production  that  our 
class  had  given  and  it  was  well  received  by  those 
who  saw  it.  May  3  found  the  juniors,  seniors,  and 
faculty  on  board  ship  where  we  juniors  were 
hosts  for  the  Junior-Senior   Banquet. 

Last  September  we  started  on  the  last  mile  of 
our  journey,  the  last  mile  that  we  will  be  able  to 
travel  together.  Ted  Spidel  and  Donna  Dillon 
were  again  elected  to  the  offices  of  president 
and  vice  president,  respectively.  This  year  Shir- 
ley Stephens  was  chosen  as  our  secretary  and 
Jack  Messner  was  selected  as  our  treasurer.  Miss 
Stephens  became  our  senior  sponsor.  Our  class 
enjoyed  the  two  regular  parties.  In  the  fall  the 
entire  class  became  hoboes  for  a  night  for  our 
hobo  party  and  March  saw  us  becoming  regular 
Irishmen  when  we  attended  our  St.  Patricks  Day 
Party.  We  also  planned  a  party  at  which  our  par- 
ents were  our  special  guests.  Our  senior  class 
play  was  "Every  Family  Has  One."  This  comedy 
in  three  acts  was  presented  under  the  capable 
direction  of  Miss  Eminger,  who  had  also  helped 
us  through  the  production  of  our  junior  play. 
Other  activities  connected  with  being  seniors 
took  much  of  our  time  and  energy.

Each  of  us  is  now 
ready  to  try  the  various  highways  stretching 
before  us.  As  v/e  turn  from  the  road  we  can't 
help  but  turn  to  wave  to  those  who  are  coming 
and   to  wish   them   success   in   their   journey. 
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We,  the  seniors  of  1946,  have  completed  the 
journey  on  which  we  started  back  in  September, 
1942.  Of  course,  the  upperclassmen  thought  that 
we  would  never  get  over  the  long  road  we  had 
to  travel  and  a  few  of  our  number  did  drop  by 
the  wayside,  but  there  were  also  several  who 
joined  our  group  as  we  went  along.

Gene  Shields, 
vice  president;  Shirley  Stephens,  secretary;  Mar- 
garet Carteaux,  treasurer,  and  Miss  Goodwin,  as 
sponsor,  also  helped  our  class  through  these 
times.  A  wiener  roast  at  Little  Long  Lake  began 
our  class  activities  for  that  year.  Although  we 
were  rained  out,  everyone  agreed  that  it  was  a 
grand  party  in  spite  of  the  v/eather.  When  we 
were  sophomores,  "we  also  sponsored  a  party  for 
the  ^tire  school.  The  arrival  of  our  class  sweat- 
ers climaxed  the  whole  year.  They  were  royal 
blue  with  a  white  "K"  on  which  was  centered  a 
blue  "47." 


With  our  junior  year  we  became  known  as 
upperclassmen  and  the  fun — and  work — really 
began.  The  leadership  of  the  class  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  Ted  Spidel,  president;  Donna  Dil- 
lon, vice  president;  Joanne  Mefferd,  secretary, 
and  Carol  Strawser,  treasurer.

Spud  Erwin 
(Gene  Mount),  Johnny's  closest  friend,  rushes  In  with 
the  heart-breaking  news  that  an  associate  editor  has  been 
elected  —  and  It  Is  a  girl.  Susan  Blake  (Elaine  Shoner). 
When  Susan  comes  to  look  over  the  new  office,  she  Is 
completely  ignored  by  the  boys.  Betsy  Irwin  ( Margaret 
Carteaux),  Spud's  sister,  enters  and  announces  that  she  is 
to  be  Susan's  assistant.

Dec.  4  to  attend  the  twelfth  annual  N.J.V.G.A. 
convention.  Even  though  the  bus  had  seen 
4,000,000  miles,  it  had  no  trouble  climbing 
mountains,  and  after  26  hours  it  reached  its 
destination,    hlotel    Bradford. 

Within  one-half  hour  after  leaving  "Old  Iron- 
sides," the  passengers  boarded  another  special 
sight-seeing  bus  for  a  tour  of  points  of  interest. 
Passing  through  the  Boston  Commons  and  view- 
ing the  State  hlouse  and  Museum  of  Natural 
hiistory,  the  group  stopped  at  Bunker  hiill  with 
the  ambitious  part  of  the  crowd  climbing  the 
294  steps  to  the  top  of  the  monument.

and  visiting  many  other  interesting  buildings,  the 
group  returned  to  headquarters  to  attend  the 
evening's  program  in  the  Bradford  Hotel  Mez- 
zanine  Ballroom. 

Another  tour  was  conducted  the  next  morning 
with  the  early  risers  making  the  bus.  This  tour 
Included  the  A  &  P  Warehouse,  Fish  Pier,  Faneuil 
Hall  Market,  and  other  places.  The  afternoon 
was  taken  up  with  demonstrations  and  the  eve- 
ning with  the  annual  business  meeting,  at  which 
Robert  Muesing  was  elected  as  a  member  of 
the  executive  board. 

Saturday  was  the  big  day  of  the  convention — 
the  judging  contest.  The  team  made  up  of  Sarah 
Shaffer,  Paul  Beiswanger,  and  Margaret  Muesing 
placed  third,  with  Sarah  having  the  outstanding 
honor  of  being  third  high  individual.  Other  high 
scorers  were  Robert  Muesing,  tenth;  Kenneth 
Lash,  twelfth;   Paul   Beiswanger,  fifteenth;  Cleon 


Houck,  seventeenth;  and  Wilbur  Getts,  twen- 
tieth. All  of  the  Kendallville  teams  made  an  ex- 
cellent showing  of  which  K.H.S.  can  be  proud. 
The  banquet  climaxing  the  great  convention  was 
a  very  colorful  event  and  one  long  to  be  remem- 
bered by  all  who  attended.  Paul  Beiswanger  was 
awarded  a  $10  scholarship  at  the  banquet  since 
he  was  a  winner  in  the  National  Marketing 
Contest. 

It  was  a  bare  six  o'clock  next  morning  when 
"Old  Ironsides"  appeared  in  front  of  The  Brad- 
ford to  load  up  the  luggage  as  well  as  the  pas- 
sengers and  head  for  the  next  objective,  New 
York  city.

The  second  and 
fourth  place  teams  were  also  from  our  local 
school.  A  total  of  239  contestants  entered  the 
contest,  making  up  seventy-seven  teams.  More 
honors  went  to  Kendallville  students  when  Rob- 
ert and  William  Krueckeberg,  our  fourteen-year- 
old  twins,  were  awarded  trips  to  the  "47"  State 
Fair  School,  since  they  had  high  scores  compet- 
ing  for  the  first  time.

Garrison  and  his  demonstration, 
"Detecting  Mastitis  by  the 
Whiteside  Test."  Shirley  gave 
this  demonstration  for  the  first 
time  at  the  district  contest  held 
at  Jimtown.  By  placing  second 
in  the  district,  he  won  a  trip  to 
the  state  contest  held  at  the 
Purdue  4-hf  Round-Up  last  July. 
Here  he  placed  seventh  of  all 
dairy    demonstrations. 

This  demonstration  explains 
what  causes  mastitis,  how  to 
test  by  the  Whiteside  Test,  and 
how  to  treat  the  cow  for  mas- 
titis. 

The  Whiteside  Test  would  be 
very  helpful  to  every  farmer  In 
detecting  mastitis.  Affected 
cows  may  be  easily  detected  so 
that  they  may  be  treated  or 
sold.
